Users say feds

Few suppliers and a lack of will¬ 
ing doctors are among the con¬ 
cerns being raised by Alberta 
medical marijuana users testing 
a new federal system for supply¬ 
ing the drug. 

Health Canada aimed to 
criminalize home marijuana 
grows by April 1, but a court 
injunction has prevented such 
measures from being fully im¬ 
plemented for the time being. 

Edmontonian William Carl¬ 


son had trashed his plants in 
advance of the coming legal 
change, but when the injunc¬ 
tion came in, he decided to start 
another crop. 

He said he hasn’t gone to a 
licensed producer in the federal 
government’s new system, be¬ 
cause he’s heard nothing but 
horror stories. 

“A lot of people are having 
problems because they signed 
up with a licensed producer and 
the licensed producer has no 
medicine for them,” he said. 

Carlson said if the court in¬ 
junction is lifted and he’s forced 
to dismantle his grow room 
permanently, he won’t be able 
to take the drug. 

“I wouldn’t be able to afford 
to do it any more,” he said. 

Twenty-year-old Calgaiy resi¬ 
dent Bob, whom Metro agreed 
not to formally identify, orders 
eight to nine grams per month 
from Vancouver-based supplier 


Med Pot Now and then buys an 
additional supply off the street. 

He suffered a stroke last Sep¬ 
tember and spent 10 months 
just trying to find a doctor that 
would approve a marijuana 
prescription. “They were pre¬ 
scribing me OxyContin, Perco- 
cet and all these other drugs so 
quick,” he said. “Then, when it 
comes to marijuana, they’re all 
beating around the bush.” 

The Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Teams have 
supported the move away from 
home marijuana growing, cit¬ 
ing public safety. But Staff Sgt. 
Keith Hurley said while Canada 
hasn’t legalized the drug, he 
fears federal law changes could 
create a similar scenario to one 
being seen in Colorado. As pot 
tourists flood into the state, the 
general consensus is that many 
illegal dealers are reaping the 
profits.

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Policy changes 


Consent must be 
in curriculum: 
Sex-ed advocate 

Edmonton advocates for 
sexual education said they 
plan on lobbying the prov¬ 
ince for medically accurate, 
LGBT-inclusive and consent- 
based curriculum after the 
city’s public school board 
passed a new wellness 
pohcy. 

While Cristina Stasia, 
a University of Alberta 
Gender Studies professor 
and president of Accessing 
Information not Myths 
(AIM), said the board 
did make some positive 
changes in their new policy 
Tuesday, there’s still more 
to be done to improve 
sexual education in the city 
and province. 

“Nowhere in the policy 
is there any requirement 
or encouragement that stu¬ 
dents receive information 
about the meaning and 
parameters about consent,” 
said Stasia. 

“Teaching kids about 
sex and not teaching 
them about consent is like 
teaching driver’s training 
without teaching the rules 
of the road.” 

Stasia said AIM plans 
on taking their concerns to 
the province in hopes of de¬ 
veloping a more medically- 
accurate course material. 

Stephanie Laslcoski, an 
Edmonton lawyer with 
a daughter attending an 
EPSB school, said parents 
and advocates alike are 
concerned with the school 
board including faith-based 
organizations, bice the 
Pregnancy Care Centre, 
to sexual education in 
schools. 

“There are other organ¬ 
izations that teach it in a 
veiy fact-based, medically 
sound way,” she said.

'Devastating' fire 
hits Bissell Centre 


Second fire in less than 
a year. Thrift store's 
temporary location 
burns to the ground

The Bissell Centre is looking 
to recover once again after fire 
tore through the charity’s thrift 
store. 

Fire broke out at the centre’s 
temporaiy shop on 118 Avenue 
near 80 Street, which had been 
in operation while the centre’s 
other store was repaired from 
another fire last fall. 


In a statement posted Sun¬ 
day, the Bissell Centre’s CEO 
Mark Holmgren said having 
one blaze after another was 
heartbreaking. 

“We are devastated to ex¬ 
perience such a disaster after 
our permanent store location 
experienced a terrible fire in 
September 2013,” he said. 

Devin Komamiski, a spokes¬ 
person for the centre, said the 
store employed 13 people and 
the centre will have to do its 
best to ensure they can find 
other places to work. The three 
employees in the building at 
the time all got out safely. 

He said the store also served 
as the organization’s sorting 
centre, where items were col¬ 


lected for sale, as well as for the 
homeless. Komamiski said for 
now, Bissell is asking for people 
to hold on to any donations 
they might want to make. 

He said he hoped to have a 
better idea of the centre’s plans 
by Monday afternoon. 

At the scene on Sunday, 
several of the walls, as well as 
the entire roof, were gone and 
there were heaps of badly dam¬ 
aged clothes still visible. 

Karen Burgess, a spokes¬ 
person for Edmonton Fire Res¬ 
cue Services, said that when fire¬ 
fighters arrived around 6 p.m. 
Saturday, they found the build¬ 
ing totally engulfed. 

“When they arrived the 
crew saw that the building was

fully involved with flames com¬ 
ing out of the northwest win¬ 
dows and it was upgraded to a 
second alarm,” she said. 

That second alarm brought 
a total of 50 firefighters to the 
job. Burgess said fire officials 
have not yet determined a 
cause, but they believe the dam¬ 
age was in excess of $950,000.

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Education. Province aims 
to address parent concerns 
over math curriculum 


Alberta’s education minister 
says wording in the provincial 
math curriculum will be al¬ 
tered over the summer to ad¬ 
dress concerns of parents who 
rallied on the steps of the legis¬ 
lature earlier this year. 

The primaiy concern among 
the parents, led by small-town 
physician Nhung Tran-Davies, 
was a push towards “discoveiy 
math” — that is, teachers are to 
provide students with a variety 
of strategies to solve math prob¬ 
lems rather than having them 
memorize basic rules as well as 
tried-and-true methods for solv¬ 
ing problems. 

But Minister Jeff Johnson 
said the curriculum will be 
amended in time for the fall 
semester to make it “explicit” 
that memorization of the math¬ 
ematics times tables is still ex¬ 
pected and that instructors can 
teach the strategies for solving 
equations they believe are best 
suited to the student. 



The changes were deemed a 
“step forward” by Tran-Davies. 
After witnessing her daughter 
Kenya become disillusioned 
with the way math was being 
taught to her, she drafted a pe¬ 
tition that was signed by thou¬ 
sands and led a rally calling for 
change. Tran-Davies said Sun¬ 
day she appreciated the chan¬ 
ges, but said noted she wants 
to see talk of “standard algo¬ 
rithms” added to more than the 
curriculum’s introduction.

four teams that work to pro¬ 
vide support to front-line of¬ 
ficers. 

Vallee, who spent years 
on patrol herself, said too 
often, officers apprehended 
people for mental-health 
concerns, only to see them 
quickly return to the streets. 

“We see them the next 
day out on the street and 
it’s frustrating because we 
know that they didn’t get 


the help that they needed,” 
she said. 

Vallee presented to the 
Edmonton Police Commis¬ 
sion last week to highlight 
the work the teams are do¬ 
ing. Vallee said the work can 
be a lot more time consum¬ 
ing, but the people they ap¬ 
prehend usually get more 
help dealing with their 
problems. 

Antymis said they usually 


start the day sifting through 
about 50 files from other of¬ 
ficers and finding the most 
important ones. 

“We triage all of those 
calls like you would in an 
emergency room,” said 
Antymis 

She said they can’t say 
specify how many fewer 
calls police get in the long 
run because of this program, 
but they know they are help¬ 
ing people. 

“We deal with people 
who police have repeat calls 
on all the time,” she said. 
“We get them set up with 
the supports in the com¬ 
munity that they need, so 
they stop calling police.”

Cairo. Egyptian- 
Canadian journalist 
and two colleagues will 
soon learn their fate 
in terror-related trial 


For nearly six months 
Mohamed Fahmy has been 
cooped up in a Cairo prison 
cell on charges he has re¬ 
peatedly denounced as ri¬ 
diculous. 

After a trial, which has 
drawn the attention of 
media organizations and hu¬ 
man rights advocates around 
the world, the 40-year-old 
Egyptian-Canadian journal¬ 
ist and his two colleagues 
are expected to learn on 
Monday whether they’ll 
be found guilty or set free. 

“He feels that hopefully 
we will prevail at the end,” 
Fahmy’s brother, Adel Fah¬ 
my, told The Canadian Press. 

“He’s a very strong person 
... but I have to say that over 
the past few visits he has be¬ 
come very easily frustrated, 
very agitated and very anx¬ 
ious.” 

Mohamed Fahmy and 
his co-workers — Aus¬ 
tralian Peter Greste and 
Egyptian Baher Mohamed 
— were employed with 
Qatar-based satellite 

news broadcaster Al-Jazeera 
English when they were ar¬ 
rested on Dec. 29. 

Fahmy was initially 


placed in a high-secur- 
ity prison where he was 
forced to sleep on the 
concrete floor of a dank, 
insect-ridden cell. After 
pressure from Canadian 
consular officials, he 
was moved to more 
hospitable quarters 

in a lower-security facility, 
where he has shared a cell 
with his two colleagues ever 
since. 

The three journalists have 
been accused of providing 
a platform for the Islamist 
Muslim Brotherhood group 
of ousted president Moham¬ 
med Morsi, which Egypt’s 
government has branded a 
terrorist organization. 

In addition, they’ve 
been accused of airing falsi¬ 
fied footage with the intent of 
damaging Egypt’s national 
security. The trio have de¬ 
cried the charges and have 
continually said they were 
only doing their jobs. 

They’re being tried along¬ 
side 17 others, including

Quebec provincial police 
say investigators, accom¬ 
panied by SWAT team mem¬ 
bers, arrested Yves Denis, 
35, Denis Lefebvre, 53, and 
Serge Pomerleau, 49, at 
around 1:30 a.m. inside the 
residence. 

Sgt. Audrey-Anne Bilo¬ 
deau said the investigation 
was ongoing and further ar¬ 
rests were likely. 

“It could be a person who 


helped them escape from 
prison, or a person who 
helped them hide from us,” 
Bilodeau said. 

The trio were facing char¬ 


ges, including gangsterism 
and murder, before the June 
7 jailbrealc. 

They were to appear in a 
Quebec City court on Mon¬ 


day to face fresh charges, 
but police didn’t spell out 
what the new charges would 
be.

A Member of Parliament once 
tasked with defending the 
Harper Conservatives against 
voter fraud allegations goes 
on trial Monday, accused of 
overspending during the 2008 
federal election campaign. 

Former Conservative Dean 
Del Mastro pleaded not guilty 
last month to charges under 
the Canada Elections Act. 

Del Mastro, who now sits 


in the House of Commons as 
an independent MP and insists 
he did nothing wrong, is also 
charged with failing to report 
a personal contribution of 
$21,000 to his own campaign. 

The trial, before an Ontario 
provincial court judge in 
Peterborough, is currently 
scheduled to last a little more 
than two weeks.

Nearly 2,000 Justice staff duped 
into clicking mock phishing link 


Many of the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s finest legal minds are 
falling prey to a garden-var¬ 
iety Internet scam. 

An internal survey shows 
almost 2,000 staff were 
conned into clicking on a 
phoney “phishing” link in 
their email, raising questions 
about the security of sensitive 
information. 


The department launched 
the mock scam in December 
as a security exercise, sending 
emails to 5,000 employees to 
test their ability to recognize 
cyberfraud. 

The emails looked like 
genuine communications 
from government or financial 
institutions, and contained 
a link to a fake website that 


was also made to look like the 
real thing. 

Across the globe, an esti¬ 
mated 156 million of these so- 
called “phishing” emails are 
sent daily, and anyone duped 
into clicking on the embed¬ 
ded web link risks transfer¬ 
ring confidential information 
— such as online banking 
passwords — to criminals. 


The Justice Department’s 
mock exercise caught 1,850 
people clicking on the 
phoney embedded links, or 
37 per cent of everyone who 
received the emails. 

That’s a much higher rate 
than for the general popula¬ 
tion, which a federal website 
says is only about five per

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Uganda’s drumming amber alerts 
save children from ritual killings 


Crimes against 
children At least 729 
children abducted in 
2013 across Uganda, 
police report says 


When a child goes missing 
in the central Ugandan dis¬ 
trict of Buikwe, villagers 
beat drums into a pulsing 
rhythm that sends rescuers 
scampering through bushes. 
Others, riding motorcycles, 
tiy to block exit routes. 

In response to the kid¬ 
nappings and ritual killings 
of children, the traumatized 
community has created a 
rudimentary but effective ab¬ 
duction alert system that has 
saved at least two children so 
far this year. 

Although the problem of 
children being killed as hu¬ 
man sacrifices is reported 
in several parts of Uganda,

Eight children have been 
abducted and ritualistic- 
ally killed in Buikwe this 
year, their mutilated bodies 
dumped in bushes and sugar¬ 
cane plantations, according 
to local officials. 

The village alert system 
is the best model to stop the 
abduction of children with¬ 
out actively stigmatizing 
traditional healers, some of 
whom are not involved in the 
killings, said Obed Byamugi- 
sha, of the aid group World 
Vision, who is working with 
local officials to stop the kill¬ 
ings.

Angus. Small 
community north 
of Toronto on mend 
even though scene 
still looks like massive 
construction site 


Inspections of homes dam¬ 
aged by a tornado that 
ripped through a central 
Ontario community were 
expected to be completed 
on Sunday as volunteer hy¬ 
dro workers lent a hand 
to patch holes in battered 
houses. 

Ontario Provincial Police 
Const. Kelly Daniels said 
teams of building inspect¬ 
ors and engineers have fin¬ 
ished checking 80 of the 101 
residences affected when 
the twister struck Angus, 
in Essa Township, some 100 
kilometres north of Toronto. 
Tuesday’s twister touched 
down in the early evening 
and left three people with 
minor injuries. 

By Sunday afternoon, 
14 homes were so badly 
damaged that they’ve been 


slated for demolition, Dan¬ 
iels said. 

“All the other homes 
remain in varying stages, 
whether it’s just a few 
shingles missing to recon¬ 
structing a wall or a roof.” 

Daniels said the com¬ 
munity is on the mend, with 
the scene currently resem¬ 
bling a huge job site, with 
trucks and large garbage 
bins lining the roads. 

“It’s like a super large 
construction zone, really. 
That’s what we’re looking 
at — one large work zone.”

She said things have im¬ 
proved to the point where 
daily meetings between of¬ 
ficials and residents have 
been called off. Daniels add¬ 
ed the state of emergency 
imposed on the area could 
be lifted within days.

“All the residents — of 
course it’s a very emotional 
time for them — but with 
the outpouring from the

et trucks to install tarps on 
about three dozen of the 
damaged homes. Their as¬ 
sistance comes in addition 


to crews working to reattach 
homes to the power grid. 

“We’ll keep going until 
the work is done,” she said, 
adding the roof repairs were 
expected to be a one-day job. 


A preliminary estimate 
by Environment Canada 
suggested the tornado that 
struck Angus had estimated 
wind speeds near 180 km/h.

Demonstrators advocating 
for drastic changes within 
a police agency criticized by 
the U.S. Justice Department 
over its use of force put the 
embattled police chief “on 
trial” during a rally Satur¬ 
day. 

Hundreds of protest¬ 
ers, including some who 


brought children, marched 
from Roosevelt Park with 
signs and a makeshift coffin 
inscribed with the names of 
people killed by Albuquer¬ 
que officers in recent years. 

The police department 
is under scrutiny for more 
than 40 police shootings 
— 26 of them fatal — since 


2010, and the Justice Depart¬ 
ment has issued a harsh re¬ 
port over the agency’s use of 
force. 

The protesters marched 
peacefully Saturday before 
returning to the park to con¬ 
tinue the rally. 

The mock trial outlined 
how police Chief Gorden 


Eden has failed to stop his 
officers from using exces¬ 
sive force, said David Cor¬ 
reia, one of the protest’s 
organizers. 

“He has to answer to 
these charges,” Correia said. 
“They’ll all be read before 
the public.”

Insurgency. Moscow 
has rebuffed appeals 
of separatists in the 
east to join Russia 


Russian President Vladimir 
Putin publicly expressed sup¬ 
port Sunday for Ukraine’s 
declaration of a ceasefire in 
its battle against pro-Rus- 
sian separatists and called 
on both sides to negotiate a 
compromise. 

Putin said such a com¬ 


promise must guarantee 
the rights of the Russian- 
speaking residents of eastern 
Ukraine, who must feel like 
they are “an integral part” 
of their own country. Putin’s 
statement appeared to signal 
that he sees their future in 
Ukraine. 

Separatists in the east¬ 
ern Donetsk and Luhanslc 
regions have declared in¬ 
dependence and asked to 
join Russia. Moscow has 
rebuffed their appeals, but 
is seen by Ukraine and the 
West as actively supporting 
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time for 
diplomacy 


the insurgency. Putin’s con¬ 
ciliatory words came as Rus¬ 
sia began large-scale military 
exercises and after NATO 
accused Russia of moving 
troops back toward the 
Ukrainian border. 

Putin appears determined 
to keep up the pressure to 
force the Kyiv government 
to give the eastern industrial 
regions more power and to 
prevent Ukraine from mov¬ 
ing too close to the European 
Union or NATO. But he also 
wants to avoid more punish¬ 
ing sanctions from the U.S. 


and particularly from the 
EU, whose leaders will meet 
Friday in Brussels, and there¬ 
fore needs to be seen as co¬ 
operating with efforts to de- 
escalate the conflict. 

The Kremlin initially dis¬ 
missed the peace plan that 
Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco laid out on Fri¬ 
day. But in a statement issued 
late Saturday, Putin said he 
welcomed the ceasefire and 
Poroshenlco’s “intention to 
take other concrete steps to 
reach a peaceful settlement.”

Lawyers allowed 
to scan jurors' 
social media sites 

Lawyers have been given 
the green light to scan the 
social media sites of jurors. 

The American Bar As¬ 
sociation says it’s ethical for 
lawyers to scour online for 
publicly available musings 
of citizens called for juiy 
service — and even jurors 


in deliberations. 

But the ABA does warn 
lawyers against actively 
“following” or “friending” 
jurors or otherwise invad¬ 
ing their private Internet 
areas. 

Jurors’ online post¬ 
ings have disrupted many 
legal proceedings over the 
years, causing mistrials and 
special hearings over the ef¬ 
fects of Faceboolc musings, 
tweets and blog writings 
about their trial experi¬ 
ences.

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Ottawa urged to see 
unpaid internships 
follow laws: Report 


Commons finance 
committee. More than 
20 recommendations 
offered to address 
youth unemployment 


A new report by the Commons 
finance committee says the fed¬ 
eral government should take 
steps to ensure unpaid intern¬ 
ships are in line with the coun¬ 
try’s labour laws. 

The report, which looked 
at the challenges of youth em¬ 
ployment, recommends Ot¬ 
tawa work with provinces and 
territories to protect unpaid in¬ 
terns under the relevant labour 
codes. 

It also suggests the federal 
government examine unpaid 
internships to understand their 
effect on the job market. 


Estimates suggest as many 
as 300,000 young Canadians 
work as unpaid interns, but 
there is little hard data avail¬ 
able because employers aren’t 
required to report the numbers 
to federal authorities. 

In all, the Conservative- 
dominated committee put for¬ 
ward 23 recommendations to 
help address youth unemploy¬ 
ment, which has climbed in 
recent years. 

A section prepared by the 
NDP argued for additional, 
tougher measures, including 
changes to the federal labour 
code to protect interns’ work¬ 
ing conditions. 

The report, released Friday, 
comes after months of heated 
debate in Canada over the 
merits of unpaid internships. 

Many young people take 
part in unpaid internships in 
hopes of earning workplace ex¬ 


perience or a full-time job. 

Critics argue the practice 
amounts to a form of exploita¬ 
tion and limits participation to 
those who can afford to work 
for free. 

It’s unclear what the Harper 
government will do with the 
recommendations. 

A spokesman for Labour 
Minister Kellie Leitch did not 
immediately return a request 
to comment on Saturday. 

Meanwhile, provinces are 
taking their own steps to crack 
down on unpaid internships. 

Saskatchewan and Ontario 
recently introduced stricter 
measures, while Alberta is 
under pressure to do the same. 
Unpaid internships in British 
Columbia are illegal unless they 
provide “hands-on” training 
as part of a formal educational 
program or specific profession¬ 
al training, the Canadian press

British Columbia’s new 
happy hour laws may ac¬ 
tually raise prices for beer 
at some bars. 

The province is now 
allowing pubs to change 
prices throughout the day 
to create drink specials, 
but is also enforcing a min¬ 
imum price of 25 cents per 
ounce when serving beer. 

The owner of two Van¬ 
couver bars says that would 
raise the price of drinks at 
one of his establishments. 

Sam Yehia said includ¬ 
ing tax, he charges $12.50 
for a 50-ounce pitcher of 
beer, but the province’s 
minimum rates would 
make him charge more 
than $14. 

“It’s more like a de¬ 
pressed hour,” said Yehia. 
“It’s a bit silly, isn’t it?” 

Douglas Scott of the 
province’s liquor board 
wrote in an email the new 
minimum rates will be 
enforced at all times, not 
just for happy hours.

Just when you thought 
home prices couldn’t pos¬ 
sibly go higher, they have. 
The housing market is of¬ 
ficially going crazy... again. 
Having just posted the best 
May on record, up seven per 
cent on average nationally 
since last May, real estate 
continues to be the best 


investment ever. Of course, 
that’s only for those who 
got in before the torrid price 
moves of the last couple of 
years, particularly in hot 
markets such as Toronto, 
Vancouver and Calgary. 

Doomsayers around 
the globe have long been 
predicting a collapse of 
Canadian home prices. Just 
before Christmas, Deutsche 
Bank, a fairly sober institu¬ 
tion, hysterically stated that 
home-sweet-home prices in 
the Great White North were

overvalued by 60 per cent. 

Proclamations like that 
get everyone jumpy, but 
none of them more so than 


those who purchased re¬ 
cently or are in the process 
of doing so. Real estate 
anxiety is understandable 
since a home purchase is 
invariably our single largest 
investment. 

If you are fearful of being 
shut out of the market or 
hoping to cash in on price 
climbs ahead, buying now 
is probably not a good idea. 
Behavioural economics tell 
us that the retail investor 
(whether purchasing real 
estate or stocks) tends to get 


both manic and scared in 
the face of soaring prices. 
Those emotions propel us to 
make impetuous decisions. 

Emotional investing 
also causes us to abandon 
normal due diligence. Elim¬ 
inating standard conditional 
clauses such as a home 
inspection or financing 
can make an offer more 
appealing. But doing so adds 
considerable risk to the 
investment. 

On the other hand, the 
impact of purchasing in an 


inflated market is usually 
ameliorated by time. The 
longer the time frame, the 
less the effect on the invest¬ 
ment, whether it is a rental 
or a primary residence. 

We all want to buy low 
and sell high. But predicting 
future prices is a mug’s 
game. If the investment 
of your life is affordable 
now, and after factoring in 
inflation and higher interest 
rates in the future, time will 
smooth out the downturns 
to come.

Fantasy fans bring in real 
cash to Northern Ireland 


Giants, dragons and vengeful 
queens have for generations 
populated Northern Ireland’s 
folk tales. Now, such creatures 
are visiting the land in a dif¬ 
ferent version — on the sets 
for the hit TV show Game 
of Thrones. But rather than 
spells and destruction, they’re 
bringing an economic boost to 
this British province still heal¬ 
ing from its past of political 
violence. 

Fans of the HBO fantasy 
drama would recognize here 
the landscapes from the fic¬ 
tional land of Westeros — the 
castle of Winterfell, the sea¬ 
side cliffs of the Iron Isles and 
the King’s Road leading to the 
north. About 75 per cent of 
the show is filmed in North¬ 
ern Ireland, both in natural 
settings and in the Titanic Stu¬ 
dios in Belfast. 

Since the pilot episode 
began filming in 2009, at¬ 
tracted by the local govern¬ 
ment’s financial incentives, 
the show’s presence has 
helped foster a film industiy 
that is catching the eye of 


other Hollywood productions. 
And Northern Ireland is tak¬ 
ing advantage of the attention 
by promoting the filming lo¬ 
cations as tourist destinations. 

The latest — and perhaps 
most illustrious — visitor 
is Queen Elizabeth II, who 
will tour the studio sets on 
Monday. But thousands have 
already been visiting from 
across the globe. 

Cara and Tom Collins from 
Springdale, Ark., were in Ball- 
intoy Harbour recently to see 
the rocky coastal setting used 
in the show for the Iron Isles, 
a kingdom of rugged sailors. 

“You can just close your 
eyes and picture eveiybody 
there,” said Tom. 

The Season 4 finale of 
Game of Thrones earlier this 
month was watched by 7.09 
million viewers in the United 
States according to prime¬ 
time viewership numbers 
compiled by the Nielsen Co. 
That makes it HBO’s most- 
watched program since The 
Sopranos in 2007.

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WHY WE SHOULD SPY ON CYCLISTS 


Bike lanes certainly seem to be a divisive 
topic in Edmonton. If there aren’t any on a 
particular route, cyclists will often main¬ 
tain there is enough bike traffic to justify 
them. If there are bike lanes, motorists will 
often maintain that there isn’t enough bike 
traffic to justify them. What’s a poor city to 
do? 

One of the things that will make cities 
great in the 21st century is how well they 
make use of technology in meeting the 
needs and desires of their citizens. In this 
city, we will need lots of smart girls and 
boys to keep an eye on emerging technol¬ 
ogy and how it might be applied in the city 
by the river. 

What is happening in New York right 
now is a case in point. 

As reported in the Washington Post, a company called 
Placemeter is paying people with good views of various city 


streets to place cameras in their windows. It 
is looking to create video feeds all over the 
city. Once up and running, the video feeds 
will be converted into data and then the vid¬ 
eos will be deleted to prevent any privacy 
concerns. 

Placemeter says that with high-resolution 
cameras, it can detect the gender of pedes¬ 
trians with at least 75 per cent accuracy. 
Placemeter will be selling this data to adver¬ 
tising companies, stores and the like. 

It will tell them how many people are likely 
to see a street ad or how many people of what 
gender are likely to pass by a potential store¬ 
front. 

Though Placemeter is primarily about con¬ 
sumerism, the technology has other useful ap¬ 
plications. Take the bike lane challenge, for example. Cam¬ 
eras with a view of the street would provide hard data about 
how many bicycles pass by during a day. 


Facts over feelings 


Real data would take the emotionalism out of 
determining whether a bike lane is actually 
needed. The same would be true about 
determining if a pedestrian-activated signal is 
needed for a crosswalk or if a stop sign is actually 
needed at the end of your street. 


That kind of real data would take the emotionalism out 
of determining whether a bike lane is actually needed.

“Yeah, 
it’s about trust.” “Just because 
you’ve been divorced three 
times doesn’t mean we’re all 
headed that way.” 

Y’know what? They’re all 
right. Eveiy one of them has a 
point. But nothing they’ve said 
has changed my mind. I be¬ 
lieve with all my heart that to 
be strong as a couple, you each 
have to be capable of standing 
on your own two feet finan¬ 
cially. 


Planning a family? 

Being on the same team means 
you’re going to set your goals 
together and help each other 
meet those goals. If one of 
those goals is to have a family, 
then together you have to de¬ 
cide how you will provide care 
and money to take care of that 
family. If one of you decides to 
stay home, that doesn’t mean 
the money-maker gets to make 
all the decisions about how the 



money gets spent or abdicate 
home-care responsibilities. But 
so often, that’s exactly what 
happens. 

It also often happens that 
the non-working partner ties 
themselves completely to their 
mate financially. They share a 
bank account; there are no in¬ 
dividual accounts. They share 
credit. One may even give up 
his or her financial identity 
completely. It isn’t healthy. 
And many a divorcee or widow 
comes to regret it. 

Being financially independ¬ 
ent isn’t a precursor to or ac¬ 
knowledgement of the fact 
that your relationship will end 
unhappily. To be good for each 


other and strong together, you 
each need to be taking care of 
the money — individually and 
as a team — and you each need 
your own financial identity. 

You must each be clear 
about what you need, want, 
and expect from your relation¬ 
ship. 

And it can’t just be clear in 
one person’s mind. You have to 
talk about it, negotiate the grey 
areas, and come to a happy 
place where you’re each getting 
some of what you want. 

Stay-at-home partner 

For those couples who have one 
stay-at-home partner, it is im¬ 
portant that person have their 


own bank account, credit card 
and savings; yes, accounts in his 
or her own name. Sure, you’re 
a team, but all that teamwork 
doesn’t do you the least bit of 
good if the working partner 
leaves the other partner with 
no financial identity. Don’t con¬ 
fuse having money with having 
a financial identity; they are 
not the same thing. Besides, 
why should the stay-at-home 
partner be any less financially 
sound in their own right if 
you’ve agreed on this strategy 
for your family? 

A bank account will create a 
record of money management. 
Savings will not only help you 
prepare for the future, it will 


signal the right financial behav¬ 
iour. And a credit card — not 
a joint card or a supplemental 
card — will create a credit his¬ 
tory. 

Don’t think that because 
you’re both signed on the 
mortgage or on a line of credit 
together your credit histories 
are being built equally. That’s 
a common misconception. 
Typically the credit histoiy is 
reported only for the first sig¬ 
nature on the application, so 
one of you may have no credit 
histoiy whatsoever. Divorce or 
death is a tough enough thing 
to deal with; finding out you’re 
a financial non-person doesn’t 
make it any easier. 

Getting back into the loop 

So what if your partner has 
been out of the loop and now 
needs to get with the financial 
program? Having a jointly cre¬ 
ated plan on paper gives you 
a starting point for discuss¬ 
ing how you’re managing the 
money. While you want your 
mate to have a sense of the 
big picture, a detailed budget 
will help him or her see how 
all the pieces fit together. Your 
aim is to share your joint finan¬ 
cial responsibilities even as you 
manage your personal financial 
identities. 

Assuming responsibility for 
your own financial independ¬ 
ence is scaiy for some people. 
That idea of independence 
makes some people want to 
duck and hide behind words 
like love and trust and honour 
and team. But independence 
doesn’t negate any of those 
things. It enhances them be¬ 
cause each day you’re choosing 
to be together, not defaulting 
to togetherness because you’re 
trapped.

Parental ties. Secure kids 
create better friendships 


Not only do strong parent- 
child bonds mean that kids are 
more likely to be attentive to 
friends, they’re also more as¬ 
sertive in the face of difficult 
peers, say researchers at the 
University of Illinois. 

Researchers observed the 
interactions of pairs of peers 
in a series of three visits over a 
period of one month. 

Those with strong bonds to 


their parents reacted positively 
in the first meeting of their 
new friend and were attentive 
even if the other child was like¬ 
ly to react in anger. 

Yet if the new peer partner 
reacted in anger, children with 
strong bonds to their parents 
lost enthusiasm for the friend¬ 
ship. 

The study was published in 
Developmental Psychology, afp

Limiting structured activ¬ 
ities allows kids to establish 
interests and self-discipline, 
according to a new study at 
the University of Colorado 
Boulder, one of the first of its 
kind. 

The study, published in the 
journal Frontiers in Psychol¬ 
ogy, says that kids who spend 
time reading, playing or ex¬ 
ploring nature in the absence 


of predetermined structure 
are more proactive than 
those whose parents pack 
their schedules with lessons 
and study sessions. 

They are also better able 
to meet their own goals than 
those who are carted from 
one pre-organized activity to 
another outside of school and 
homework, say researchers.

How often do we drive to a 
sub shop and grab a variety 
of these tasty foot-long sand¬ 
wiches? They’re inexpensive, 
quick to buy and incredibly 
tasty.

Preserved, nitrate- 
filled deli meats and loads of 
mayonnaise or “secret” sauce 
on a heavy, non-nutritious 
roll.

Aaron Ekblad may be the 
most mature 18-year-old 
hockey player on the planet. 

“Not only does he have a 
30-year-old’s physique under 
his equipment, but he also 
thinks and acts like a 10-year 
NHL vet,” said Dan Stewart, 
scouting director for the in¬ 
dependent scouting service 
Future Considerations. 

Ekblad, a two-way, right¬ 
shooting defenceman, knows 


what he wants to be — not 
only in this week’s NHL draft, 
but as a pro. He’d love to go 
No. 1 and continue to mould 
himself in the images of Shea 
Weber, Alex Pietrangelo and 
Duncan Keith. 

More than anything, 
though, the Barrie Colts cap¬ 
tain wants to be considered 
reliable on and off the ice. 

“I don’t do too many 
things that are going to sur¬ 
prise anyone,” Ekblad said at 
last month’s scouting com¬ 
bine. “I’m going to be the 
kind of player that you know 
what you’re going to get from 
me.”

“I wouldn’t say I'm cocky, 
but I’m confident and 
I believe that if I work 
hard and I do all the little 
things and pay attention 
to details, I can be in that 
league next year.”

self as a flashy kind of player.

Twice now, Belgium has relied 
on a late revival boosted by 
stamina and its bench to turn 
desperate situations around 
at the World Cup.

win over Russia, enough to 
qualify for the next round. 

Belgium barely contained 
a reinvigorated Russia for 
most of the match, yet struck 
with a blistering late spurt of 
class and opportunism to turn 
a bad situation into a wild, 
fist-pumping celebration for 
coach Marc Wilmots and his 
team in the 88th minute. 

“Why were we good in last

“Nobody could have 
thought this possible,” said 
Origi, who was only called 
into the squad because No. 
1 striker Christian Bentelce 
injured his Achilles in April. 
Most of Belgium barely knew 
of the talented young player 
developing quickly for Lille in 
the French league. 

Belgium didn’t play with 
any real authority for most of 
the game on a bright, sunny 
afternoon in Rio, confounding 
predictions that it should be 
one of the teams to watch at 
the World Cup. 

Instead, it was Russia that 
applied most pressure in the 
second half and was let down 
by its blunt finishing touch. 
That helped give Belgian goal¬ 
keeper Thibaut Courtois his 
100th professional clean sheet 
at age 22. the associated press
